HER PETITION DISMISSED. 


Supreme Court Decision in Tremont Street 
Grade Crossing Case, 

A docision was today rendered by the 
full bench of the supreme court on a 
branch of the petition of the Old Col- 
ony Railroad Company directors for 
the abolition of the Tremont street 
grade crossing. 

Katharine C, Lefstrom is the owner 
of land immediately adjoining the loca- 
tion of the railroad, and she asked the 
superior court for a modification of its 
decree taking the whole of her land. 

The court holds that in the present 
case it does not appear that action of 


the commissioners was outside of the 
ejurisdiction conferred by their ap- 
pointment under the statute or that 


they erréd in any matter of law, and it 
appears ‘that they fully heard and con-

NIT, MCGCAartny OF DOSLOM: save NOwULe 
of Intention to move to amend the bill 
amending the subway act by adding sec- 
tions providing that at the annual state 
election in 1895 there shall be submitted 
to the legal voters of Boston the follow- 
ing question: “Shall subways be con- 
structed in the city of Boston?” Jf the 
majority of the answers are in the af- 
firmative, then the amendments to the 
subway act shall take effect; but if a 
majority are in the negative, then the 
amendments and all prior acts relat- 
ing to the subway shall become null and 
void, and the office of commissioners 
terminated, “‘provided that no portion of 
any act shall so become void except 
such portion as relates to the construc- 
tion of a subway in Said city.’’ 

A second section (numbered sec. 8) pro- 
vides that until the question shall have 
been submitted to the people the Bos- 
ton Transit. Company shall make no 
further contracts and incur no further

however, thereafter it shail be found

So Says Archbishop Kain of Scaling Down 
; Money for Catholic Indian Schools. 


_§T. LOUIS, Mo., April 3, 1895. Con- 
cerning the scaling down of the allot- 
ment of money for the support of Cath- 
olic Indian schools, Archbishop Kain 
Said last night: 

“TJ think the government has broken 
faith. The Catholics established Indian 
schools, as did the Protestant denomi- 
nations, at the request of the govern- 
ment, which promised to maintain the 
schools if the churches built them. 
'“Catholics built more schools and had 
more pupils than the others. Of course 
the Catholics were entitled to larger 
appropriations, and if they got $400,000 
and the others only $100,000, the reason 
was to be found in their devotion to the 
work and their liberality. 

'“The success of the Catholics caused 
jealousy and the reduction of appropria. 
tions, which was a breach of contract 
on the part of the government.’

Nearly all have fam- 
ilies dependent upon them. 

The men are of the opinion that work 
will not be resumed until long after 
Easter. They were told that the shut- 
down was necessary, owing to’ needed 
repairs. The men deny this, and some 
said today that no repairs were needed 
anywhere. Generally in the fall of each 
year, when the canning season is over, 
repairs are made. 

At the refineries this morning a re- 
porter was told that the shutdown will 
probably not last longer than Easter. 

Palmer’s cooperage at North Sixth 
street and Kent avenue will shut down 
tomorrow, throwing 1500 men out of 
employment. 

There are rumors that Pratt’s oil 
works will also be closed.

Closing of the Spreckels Refinery in Phiia- 
delphia—Other Refineries Running.

Big Shoe Factory to Be Closed—City Laborers 
Forced to Work Ten Hours. 
(Special Dispatch to the Boston Heral\t.) 

CONCORD, N. H., April 3, 1895. All 
the employes of Gen. Howard I. Por- 
ter’s large shoe factory in this city 
aave been notified that their services 
will be no longer needed. Work has 
practically stopped at the establish- 
ment, only. the finishing of some nearly 
completed stock being done. 

No reason for the suspension was 
given, and probably no explanation of 
the mystery will be made until the ar- 
rival of Gen. Porter, who is absent 
from the city. 

Labor circles are considerably stirred 
up over an increase made in the length 
of a day’s work for laborers employed 
by the city. 

Two years ago an ordinance was 
passed establishing nine hours as @ 
day’s work. During the past year the 
ordinances underwent a revision, and 
for some reason, probably inadvertance, 
the law with reference to the length of 
a day’s work was omitted, with the ef- 
fect of removing all limits to the hours 
of labor. As soon as the fact became 
known, the authorities promptly re- 
turned to the 10-hour system. 

Laboring men are very indignant at 
the new order of things. 


BENEFIT FUND DECISION, 


Supreme Court Decides Case of Supreme 
Commandery of Golden Cross. 

A decision was today rendered by the 
full bench of the supreme court in the 
case of the supréme commandery of 
the United Order of the Golden Cross 
of the World vs. Spencer R. Merrick 
et al. 

This is a bill of interpleader brought 
by a fraternal order to have the court 
determine to whom shall be paid a fund 
of $2000 due under a benefit certificate 
issued to Clementine N. Towne, de- 
ceased. 

Before the issue of the present certifi- 
cate another one had bcen held by the 
member, in which Love A. Nye, Abby 
P, Plummer, Hben W. Gerald and Alex- 
ander P. Gerald, brothers and sisters of 
the member and her next of kin, were 
named as beneficiaries, but that certifi- 
cate was surrendered and the present, 
naming Joseph W. and Emma, I. 
Chase beneficiaries, issued in its place. 

The prayer of the bill in this case is 
that the first named beneficiaries as 
beneficiaries and next of kin, and the 
second named beneficiaries and the ad- 
ministrator of the member may inter- 
plead. The Chases demurred. 

The court decides that there is noth- 
ing in the plaintiff’s position to prevent 


it from maintaining the bill. 

As to the relation of the plaintiff to 
beneficiaries, the court states that 
apart from statute and the laws of the 
company, a member in naming or 
changing a beneficiary simply exercises 
an equitable right to declare 4 re- 
vocable trust in favor o} any one

Flames Discovered in the Gen. Man- 
.assa Andrews House Early This 
Morning—Place Was 
but Had Been Thoroughly Kan- 
sacked—Police Have a Good Clew.

BRIDGHEWATER, April 3, 1895. <At 2 
o’clock this morning, fire was discov- 
ered issuing from what is known as 
the old Gen. Manassa Andrews. house, 
which is situated at Prattown, some 


three miles from this village. 
An alarm was promptly sounded, and 


the neighbors were soon upon the scene. 

It was then discovered that the house, 
which was unoccupied, had been evi- 
dently invaded by burglars. A window

An examination of the inside of the 
house substantiated this supposition. It 
was found that the house had been 
ransacked from top to bottom. Furni- 
ture had been removed from one room 
to another, bureau drawers had been 
taken out, and contents examined, clos- 
ets inspected, and such articles as the 
thieyes did not want were thrown on to 
the floor. 

Whether the thieves set the house on 
fire to hide the fact of the robbery, or 
whether it was an accident on their 
part, is, of course, a matter of con- 
jecture. 

The fire department did not reach 
the premises until some time after the 
alarm was sounded, owing to the long 
distance they had to travel. Had: they 
been able to arrive sooner, it might have 
been possible to save the structure. 

The house was owned by F. L. Cor- 
nell of Wellington, who occupied it as a 
summer residence.

BREAD AND BUTTER PLATES, 

“Are bread and butter plates in use 
yet, ‘and are the little spreaders the 
proper thing to use with them?” is a 
query which reaches this department.

At the last meeting of the French 
Academy of Fine Arts M. Charles 
Yriarte, inspector-general of art, sub- 
mitted photographs of frescos by Cor- 
reggio hitherto unknown even by his 
best biographers. These were discov- 
ered by M. Yriarte some time ago, but 
he was prudently silent till convinced 


of their authenticity and value. They 
were in the studio of Gabrielle d’Hste, 
Duchess of Mantua, and sonsist of mé- 
dallions around the painted cupola, A 
small fragment of the cupola had fallen 
off, but the medallions are intact. The 
studio is in the old 14th century fortress 
of Mantua, which from 1708 to 1866 was 
occupied by the Austrians, who allowed 
nobody to enter it. The studio was af- 
terward the repository of the archives 
of the town, which so choked it up that 
access was almost impossible. M. Yri- 
arte, from his thorough acquaintance 
with Italian art, was led to think that, 
though many Corregios had found their 
way to foreign museums, some must 
exist at Mantua. The Italian govern- 
ment, with its usual interest in art, fa- 
cilitated his researches, and he succeed+ 
ed in examining the frescos, freed from 
the dust of centuries, and in photo- 
graphing them. His communication to 
the academy excited much interest, and 
visitors to Mantua ,can now see one of 
the finest specimens of Italian art 
which has been thus long deprived o7 
the admiration due to it. 

They are talking in Paris of abolish- 
ing the famous Prix de Rome. It is as-~ 
serted that a student possessing it 
wastes his talent in slavish imitation 
of the Italian masters, rather than de- 
veloping it by the interpretation of na- 
ture, The sculptor Rodin, the leader of 
the antagonists, maintains that this 
prize has only retarded the progress of 
the great men who have obtained it in 
the past. 


The American Architect frankly ex- 
presses extreme regret at the appoint- 
ment of Mr. W. M. Aiken of Cincinnati 
as supervising architect of the treasury 
department, although it has warm per- 
gonal regard for that gentleman, and 
does not at all mean to intimate that he 
is not a good man for the place, ‘‘The 
list of applicants for the office was 
larger than usual, owing to the way 
gotive building has been interrupted by 
the hard times, and it is not surprising 
that some able men were found ready 
to take the berth in spite of the beg- 
garly salary and the inevitable failure 
that must be the lot of the man who 
undertakes the work. The boasted re- 
oreaninar ee of the office means practi- 
eally nothing and makes the post no 
more desirable than it was formerly, 
and we regret to find the men who have 
peen laboring to bring about a real and 
efficient reorganization of the office stul- 
tifying their efforts by expressing even 
a qualified approval of the  selettion. 
For our own part, a more undesirable 
choice would have pleased us more, as 
it would have been more in keepin 
with the real deserts of a country tie 
allows itself to be disgraced by main- 
taining its present system of public 
building. There has been but one in- 
cumbent of the office’ who understood 
the possibilities and discharged his 
duties—all of them—understandingly. If 
Mr. Aiken can content himself with do- 
ing what James G. Hill did, he will win 
as much reputation for himself.as the 
conditions allow. Mr. Hill’s buildings 
were simple, straightforward mercantile 
buildings, Wherein the ublie busi- 
ness might be conducted: they were not 
architecturally pretentious, mo one

“T have often wondered,” said Squire 
Ben, ‘‘why it was that some women are 
overwhelmed with suitors, so to speak, 
while others have not a solitary one.

TELEGRAPHING WITHOUT WIRE, 


Tesla Is Convinced of the Practicability of 
the Scheme. 

Mr. Thomas Commerford Martin has 
an article on Nikola Tesla and his in- 
ventions in the Century for April. Mr. 
Martin quotes Tesla himself to the fol- 
lowing effect: 

In connection with resonance effects 
and the problem of transmission of en- 
ergy over a single conductor, I would 
say a few words on a subject which 
constantly fills my thoughts, and which 
concerns the welfare of all. I mean the 
transmission of intelligible signals, or 
perhaps even power, to any distance 
without the use of wires. I am becom- 


ing daily more convinced of the practi- 
cability of the scheme; and though I 
know full well that the majority of sci- 
entific men will not believe that such 
results can be practically and immedi- 
ately realized, yet I think that all con- 
sider the developments of recent years 
by @ number of workers to have been 
such as to encourage thought and ex- 
periment in this direction. My convic- 
tion has grown so strong that I no 
longer look upon this plan of energy or 
intelligence transmission as.a mere the- 
oretical possibility, but as a serious 
problem in electrical engineering which 
must be carried out some day. 

The idea of transmitting intelligence 
without wire is the natural outcome of 
the most recent results of electrical in- 
vestigations. Some enthusiasts have 
expressed their belief that telephony to 
any distance by induction through the 
air is possible. I cannot stretch my im- 
agination so far; but I do firmly believe 
that it is practicable to disturb by 
means of powerful machines the elec- 
trostatic condition of the earth, and 
thus transmit intelligible signals and 
perhaps power. In fact, what is there 
against the carrying out of such a 
scheme? We now know that electric 
vibration may be transmitted through a

STREET CAR VESTIBULES, 


Railroad Managers Declare Themto Be an 
Element of Great Danger. 

The Colorado Legislature (the lower 
branch) by the use of the corporation 
cry and the fear of labor organization, 
has passed on second reading a bill to 
require street car companies. to con- 
struct vestibules of glass, wood, iron or 
other material to protect gripmen and 
motormen from the inclemencies of the 
weather, such cars to be run between 
November and April. Discussion re- 
vealed clearly that the measure was de- 
signed more as a ‘‘cinch” bill than to 
meet a pressing need. In the discussion 
a number of telegrams from managers 
of street car lines in various cities were 
read, showing the results of attempts to 
thus protect employes. N. K. Bowers 
of Chicago reported the plan impracti- 
cable, and resulting in an increased lia- 
bility to accidents. J. N. Beckley, presi- 
dent of the Rochester’ (N. Y.) road, 
says: ‘‘We have vestibules on two- 
thirds of our equipment. They are not 
satisfactory, and furnish little protec- 


tion to motor en, as the front window 
must be kept open. Our employes like 
open cars better, even in winter weath- 
er.’ H.C. Campbell, Portland, Ore., 
states that, after a thorough trial, ves- 
tibules were abandoned as unsafe and 
inconvenient. P. A. B. Widener, presi- 
dent of a Philadelphia company, de- 
elares, after trial, that such a plan is 
impracticable, and tends to increase the 
liability to accident. ;
